Let 
every  man  remember  that  to 
violate  the  law  is  to  trample 
on  the  blood  of  his  fathers  and 
to  tear  the  charter  of  Ids 
own  artd  his  children's  liberty. 
Let  reverence  for  the  laws  be 
breathed  by  every  American 
mother  to  the  lisping-  babe  that 
prattles  on  her'  lap;  let  it  bo 
I  mig  ht  in  the  schools,  in  sem- 
inaries and  colleges;  let  it  he 
printed  in  primers,  in  spetl- 
boohs  and  in  almanacs;
